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2.  The  said  improvement  district  shall  be 
known  as  the  “  Comox  Fire  Protection  Dis¬ 
trict.” 

3.  The  objects  of  the  said  improvement  dis¬ 
trict  shall  be  the  provision  of  fire-protection 
and  street-lighting,  and  the  acquisition,  main¬ 
tenance,  and  operation  of  works,  buildings,  and 
equipment  for  those  purposes  and  all  things 
incidental  thereto. 

4.  There  shall  be  three  Trustees  of  the  said 
improvement  district. 

5.  Messrs.  J.  R.  Howard,  J.  H.  Frank,  and 
Cyril  Idiens,  of  Comox,  B.C.,  shall  be  the  first 
Trustees  of  the  improvement  district,  and  the 
said  Howard  shall  hold  office  until  the  annual 
general  meeting  of  1953,  the  said  Frank  shall 
hold  office  until  the  annual  general  meeting  of 
1952,  and  the  said  Idiens  shall  hold  office  until 
the  annual  general  meeting  of  1951. 

6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Trustees  to  call 
a  general  meeting  to  be  held  not  later  than 
May  1st  in  each  year  except  1950  for  the  fol¬ 
lowing  purposes: — 

(a)  To  receive  from  the  Trustees  a  report 
on  condition  of  works  and  a  statement 
of  the  financial  condition  of  the  improve¬ 
ment  district: 

( b )  To  discuss  with  the  Trustees  any  matter 
relating  to  the  works  or  finances  of  the 
improvement  district: 

(c)  To  fix  the  remuneration  of  the  Trustees 
for  the  ensuing  year : 

( d )  To  elect  a  Trustee  to  succeed  the  one 
whose  term  of  office  expires  coincident 
with  the  holding  of  such  annual  general 
meeting  and  to  elect  a  Trustee  or 
Trustees  to  fill  any  other  vacancy  or 
vacancies  that  has  or  have  occurred  or 
is  or  are  about  to  occur  among  the 
Trustees: 

(e)  To  choose  the  auditor  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

A  special  general  meeting  may  be  called  by 
the  Trustees  at  any  time  for  the  purpose  of 
electing  a  Trustee  or  Trustees  to  fill  any 
vacancy  or  vacancies  among  the  Trustees,  or 
for  the  purpose  of  discussing  with  the  owners 
any  matter  or  matters  which  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Trustees  should  be  brought  up  at  a  general 
meeting. 

At  least  seven  days’  notice  of  every  general 
meeting  shall  be  given  by  notices  posted  up  in 
conspicuous  places  at  the  nearest  post-office 
and  at  the  building  where  the  meeting  is  to  be 
held. 

The  secretary  shall  enter  in  a  book  provided 
by  the  Trustees  for  this  purpose  minutes  of 
all  matters  brought  before  the  meeting  and  the 
action  taken  thereon.  At  any  general  meeting 
every  person  shall  be  qualified  to  vote  who  is 
a  Canadian  citizen  and  is  twenty-one  years  old 
or  older  and  is  an  owner  of  land  in  the  im¬ 
provement  district,  or  the  authorized  agent  of 
any  board  or  corporation  that  is  an  owner  of 
such  land,  or  legal  representative  of  any  owner 
of  such  land  who  has  died,  become  insolvent,  or 
insane,  and  is  entitled  to  be  registered  as  a 
voter  under  the  “  Provincial  Elections  Act.” 
Every  person  qualified  as  aforesaid  to  vote  and 
the  wife  or  husband  of  any  such  person  shall 
be  qualified  to  be  a  candidate  for  Trustee  of 
the  improvement  district.  In  the  event  of  the 
right  of  any  person  to  vote  at  any  general 
meeting  being  challenged,  the  chairman  shall 
have  authority  to  determine  whether  or  not 
such  person  is  entitled  to  vote,  and  the  chair¬ 
man  may  require  such  person  to  make  and  file 
with  him  a  statutory  declaration  showing  that 
the  declarant  is  qualified  as  aforesaid  to  vote 
at  such  general  meeting.  Forthwith  after  the 
holding  of  a  general  meeting  the  Trustees  shall 
file  with  the  Comptroller  of  Water  Rights  a 
true  copy  of  the  minutes  of  such  meeting  and 
copies  of  all  auditor’s  reports  and  financial 
statements  presented  or  discussed  at  the 
meeting. 


7.  All  words  and  phrases  given  special 
meaning  in  section  2  of  the  “  Water  Act  ” 
shall,  where  used  herein,  be  ascribed  the  mean¬ 
ing  given  them  in  the  said  section,  unless  the 
context  otherwise  requires.

“  ESQUIMALT  AND  NANAIMO  RAIL¬ 
WAY  BELT  LAND  TAX  ACT.” 

PURSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  sections  4, 
9,  and  13  of  the  “  Esquimalt  and  Nanaimo 
Railway  Belt  Land  Tax  Act,”  being  chapter 
70  of  the  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1950, 
His  Honour  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Coun¬ 
cil  has  been  pleased  to  approve  the  following 
regulations : — 

Regulations. 


1.  Title. 

1- 1.  These  regulations  may  be  cited  as  the 
“  Esquimalt  and  Nanaimo  Railway  Belt  Land 
Tax  Act  Regulations.” 

2.  Interpretation. 

2- 1.  “Act  ”  means  the  “  Esquimalt  and  Na¬ 
naimo  Railway  Belt  Land  Tax  Act.” 

3.  Returns  and  Records. 

3- 1.  The  return  required  to  be  made  by  the 
Railway  Company  under  section  4  of  the  Act 
shall  be  verified  by  affidavit  and  shall  include 
in  detail  and  in  tabulated  form  the  legal  de¬ 
scription  of  the  land  alienated,  the  number  of 
acres  alienated,  the  name  and  address  of  every 
person  to  whom  each  parcel  of  land  has  been 
alienated,  the  date  of  alienation,  the  stand  of 
timber  contained  on  each  parcel  of  land  alien¬ 
ated  and  the  manner  of  alienation,  and  the 
consideration  received  for  each  parcel  of  land 
alienated. 

3-2.  The  Railway  Company  shall  also  file  a 
return  with  the  Surveyor  of  Taxes  within 
thirty  days  after  the  date  of  any  alienation 
subject  to  this  Act,  in  the  form  of  a  plan  of 
each  parcel  alienated. 

3-3.  If  demanded  by  the  Surveyor  of  Taxes, 
a  cruise  plan  for  each  parcel  alienated  which 
has  trees  thereon  shall  also  be  filed  with  the 
Surveyor  of  Taxes  within  thirty  days  of  the 
date  of  any  alienation  subject  to  this  Act. 
I  he  cruise-plan  return  shall  include  a  cruise 
of  each  parcel  with  trees  thereon,  and  the 
cruise  shall  give  the  legal  or  other  well-defined 
description  of  each  parcel  with  trees  thereon 
and  the  acreage  thereof,  together  with  a  plan 
of  the  parcel  divided  into  forty-acre  areas  that 
are  not  less  than  twenty  chains  square  and 
showing  the  estimate  of  the  timber  by  species 
for  each  forty-acre  area  or  portion  thereof  as 
determined  by  a  standard  timber  cruise  of  not 
less  than  ten  per  centum  examination.  The 
cruise  plan  shall  be  dated  and  signed  by  the 
cruiser  and  shall  include  an  estimate  of  the 
grades  of  timber  by  species  according  to  the 
standard  log-grading  rules  in  force  at  the  date 
ol  the  cruise,  topographic  features,  and  such 
other  pertinent  data  that  is  ordinarily  shown 
on  a  cruise  plan.  The  Railway  Company  shall 
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also  return  at  the  same  time  a  certified  copy 
of  the  cruise  plan  on  which  the  alienation  was 
negotiated,  and  it  shall  also  be  signed  and 
dated  by  the  cruiser. 

3-4.  When  demanded  by  the  Surveyor  of 
Taxes,  the  Railway  Company  shall  file  returns 
pursuant  to  Regulations  3-1  to  3-3,  inclusive, 
with  respect  to  lands  alienated  between  the 
twentieth  day  of  February,  1946,  and  the 
twenty-ninth  day  of  March,  1950,  both  days 
inclusive. 

3- 5.  The  owner  and  occupier  of  lands  alien¬ 
ated  by  the  Railway  Company  shall  make  an 
annual  return  to  the  Surveyor  of  Taxes  in  the 
form  as  set  out  in  section  33,  subsections  (1) 
and  (2),  of  the  “Taxation  Act”  unless  the 
Surveyor  of  Taxes  has  notified  the  owner  or 
occupier  of  the  lands  in  writing  that  an  annual 
return  is  not  required  under  this  Act. 

4.  Assessment,  Collection,  and  Manner 
of  Payment. 

4- 1.  Upon  receipt  by  the  Surveyor  of  Taxes 
of  returns  made  under  section  4  of  the  Act 
and  Regulations  3-1  to  3-5,  inclusive,  the 
Assessor  shall  forward  an  assessment  and  tax¬ 
ation  notice  to  the  owner,  which  shall  include 
the  following  details: — 

(a)  The  name  and  last-known  address  of 
the  owner: 

( b )  A  short  description  of  the  land: 

(c)  The  assessed  value  of  the  land: 

(d)  The  amount  of  the  tax,  being  twenty- 
five  per  centum  of  the  assessed  value  of 
the  land : 

( e )  The  amount  of  the  tax  less  discount  of 
ten  per  centum,  applicable  if  the  tax  is 
paid  within  thx-ee  months  of  the  date  of 
the  assessment: 

(/)  A  statement  of  the  manner  in  which  the 
tax  may  be  paid  by  instalments,  together 
with  the  amount  of  the  first  instalment 
and  the  times  when  the  instalments  are 
payable : 

( g )  The  time  and  manner  in  which  to  give 
notice  of  appeal  and  such  other  informa¬ 
tion  as  the  Minister  may  deem  neces¬ 
sary. 

4-2.  Pursuant  to  section  9  of  the  Act,  the 
tax  may  be  paid  in  full  within  three  months 
of  the  date  of  the  assessment  subject  to  dis¬ 
count,  or  by  instalments  within  ten  years  of 
the  date  of  the  assessment.  For  the  purpose 
of  these  regulations,  payment  in  full  within 
three  months  of  the  date  of  the  assessment 
shall  be  known  as  “Option  One,”- and  pay¬ 
ments  by  instalments  shall  be  known  as 
“  Option  Two.”  If  the  owner  fails  to  pay  the 
total  tax  within  three  months  from  the  date  of 
assessment  under  Option  One,  he  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  elected  Option  Two,  and  unless 
the  first  instalment  is  paid  within  such  time, 
it  shall  be  deemed  to  be  delinquent. 

4-3.  Whenever  Option  Two  is  elected,  the 
Provincial  Collector  shall  notify  the  owner  on 
the  fifteenth  day  of  December  in  each  year,  in 
which  a  balance  of  the  total  tax  remains  un¬ 
paid,  of  the  amount  of  the  tax  instalment  for 
the  following  calendar  year,  based  on  the  ratio 
of  the  value  of  the  trees  cut  during  the  twelve- 
month  period  ending  on  the  thirtieth  day  of 
September  in  that  year  to  the  total  assessed 
value  of  the  land,  or  one-tenth  of  the  total  tax 
levied,  whichever  amount  is  the  greater,  and 
the  said  tax  instalment  shall  be  due  and  pay¬ 
able  on  the  second  day  of  January  of  the  fol¬ 
lowing  year,  and  if  not  paid  by  the  thirtieth 
day  of  April  immediately  following,  it  shall  be 
deemed  delinquent. 

4-4.  The  instalment  tax  notice  sent  to  the 
owner  under  Regulation  4-3  shall  include  the 
following  details: — 

(a)  The  name  and  last-known  address  of 
the  owner: 

( b )  A  short  description  of  the  land: 


(c)  The  total  tax  assessed  on  the  land,  being 
twenty-five  per  centum  of  the  assessed 
value  at  the  date  alienated : 

(d)  The  amount  of  the  tax  instalment  due, 
based  on  the  ratio  of  the  value  of  the 
ti-ees  cut  during  the  twelve-month  period 
ending  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  Septem¬ 
ber  in  the  current  year  to  the  total 
assessed  value  of  the  land  at  the  date  of 
the  alienation,  or  one-tenth  of  the  total 
tax  levied,  whichever  is  the  greater: 

(e)  The  date  the  tax  instalment  is  due: 

(/)  The  date  the  tax  instalment  is  delin¬ 
quent: 

( g )  Such  other  information  as  the  Minister 
may  deem  necessary. 

4-5.  Where  land,  which  is  subject  to  this 
Act,  was  alienated  by  the  Railway  Company 
before  the  thirtieth  day  of  March,  1950,  and 
where  the  owner  elects  Option  Two  for  pay¬ 
ment,  the  first  tax  instalment  shall  amount  to 
one-tenth  of  the  total  tax  or  shall  be  equal  to 
the  ratio  of  the  value  of  the  trees  cut  from  the 
date  of  alienation  up  to  the  thirtieth  day  of 
September,  1949,  to  the  total  assessed  value 
of  the  land,  being  whichever  amount  is  the 
greater.  This  tax  instalment  shall  be  deemed 
delinquent  if  it  remains  unpaid  three  months 
after  the  date  on  which  the  notice,  issued  pur¬ 
suant  to  Regulation  4-1,  has  been  sent  to  the 
owner.

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  natui’e  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  everv  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto.
